gentlemen. He believed that in 
one part of his speech he called 
them runners.

Replying to the Puisne Judge,

Mr. Potter: Once it.is conceded 
that brokers are not agents in law 
there iz_no daty on them to com- 
municate anything. It is not part 
of the broker’s duty to communi- 
cate. to the bank that s certain 
person has authority, Therefore 
the net-result of it, all comes to 
this: How can you say,.to quote 
the language of the plea, that 
“these exchange contracts were 
made on the faith of this repre- 
sentation?”*.Once you knock out 
the agency, where is the repre 
sentation? 

The Puisne Judge adjourned the 
case sine die, He said that if he 
desired to hear the evidence for 
the defence he would not give'any 
lengthy reasona, but if he decided 
in favour of-the defendant on the 
submission made, he would state 
them fully in his judgment.

With tha capitulation of the 


‘China Merchants’ S.N.Co., the 


Chinese Seamen's Uoion—an 
outgrowth of tha Honzkong Sez- 
men’s Union—may be said to 
have carried the day in the 
Shanghai shipping strike. Some 
dozen cosdpanies, all Chinese, 
were . involved. One or two 
quickly made terms, possit!; 
thinking to recoup themselves at 
the expense of idle rivals: and 
soma cthers followed suit. Com. 
petition for fretgbts is keen, bu’, 
with much of the Chinese-owned 
tonnaze laid up, the companies 
which agreed to their crew's 


terms secured an abuodance of 
As it tarns ont, this 
monopoly is likely to be short. 
lived. The largess of the com- 
pacies, the China Merchants’ Ss. 


‘N.Co., waa opposed to any sort 


cf communication with the Union, 
though tne company expressed 
willingness to treat with their 
employees. Thrice the Union 
eddressed the Company, but the 
communications were ignored. 
Through other cheonels. the 
Company declared that it’ was 
ready to tie-up its vessels, as low 
freight# and increased running 
costs rendered it difficult to 
avoid a Ices. On Wednesday, 
powever, this company also 
agreed to the new scale of pay. 


| Another company to show strong 


opposition was the San Peh Co, 
which, it wiil be remembered, 
was recently involved in legal 
proceedings respecting the rates 
of offsers’ pay awarded under 
the Chios Coast Guild arbitre- 
tion. Presumably the Sen Peb 
Co. will bave no option now but 
to fall into line, if it has not 
already done go. ' .

“That no member of the Union bz 
discharged from, aship owned by 
the signatory company “ witbout 
the permission of the Union, 
which would examine the case on 
its merits.” This was compro- 
mised by gitthg the company 
full power to discharge, sabject 
to an obligation to reviow the 
casa if examiastion showed 
injustice. In regard to beck-psy 
also, there appesrs to hava been’ 
a compromise, the men demand- 
ing that the enhanced rate be 
retrospective as from the start 
of the year, but apparently 
agreeing to July 1 as the date. 
In relation to recognising. the 
Union, as the China Merchants’ 
S.N. Co. bas evidently now done. 
it is a little Inte to take up 4 non- 
recognition stand. The essential 
condition is that the Union shall 
conduct negotiations in an order- 
jy manaer, and this it appears to 
have done. Dba strike did not 
last long ectough to test this Inst 
question thoroughly, and one of 
the Union's letters contained a 
veiled threat, which may to some 
extent be explained by the action 
of the recipients in ignoring 
previous communications. Apart 
from this incident, the Union, by 
the reports that hare reached 
here, acted up to its declared 
purpose when the Shanghai 
branch was started of facilitating 
the settlement of dispates.
